Plant  a Strawberry  Bed  This  Summer 

ENJOY  YOUR  OWN  BERRIES  NEXT  JUNE 

One  hundred  plants,  with  fair  cultivation,  will  yield  thirty  quarts  of  berries  the  first 
year  in  a space  of  only  4 by  50  feet 

Utilize  the  vacant  spaces  in  your  garden.  Our  Pot-grown  Strawberry  Plants  can  be  set  out 
any  time  during  July  and  August,  and  even  as  late  as  September  15.  Early  plantings  produce 
biggest  crops.  Set  plants  in  rows,  1 foot  apart.  Allow  space  of  2 feet  between  rows  for  cultivation. 
Pinch  off  all  runners  as  they  appear  and  cover  the  bed  lightly  with  leaves,  salt  hay,  or  manure  iu 
December  after  the  ground  is  frozen.  Remove  covering  in  early  spring;  if  salt  hay  is  used  it  may 
be  left  between  the  rows  as  a soil-mulch  to  keep  the  soil  moist  and  the  berries  clean. 

Pot-Grown  Strawberry  Plants
